Dr. Urban Radcllffe Bell, Louis- 
ville, state director of WPA writers' 
project, delivered the principal ad- 
dress aa 68 mid-year graduates re- 
ceived their degrees in exercises 
held Monday in Memorial hall. Dr. 
Bell spoke on "The Twentieth Cen- 
tury Frontier. " 

With the rise of democracy a.s 
we know it In America, and the 
spread of learning that Is penetra- 
ting the lowaet strata at our aoclal 
life. I believe that American democ- 
racy will prove Itaelf far leaa stupid 
than any form of monarchy yet 
known to the world," Dr. Bell .said 
Vet. if American democracy Is to 
siu-vive as we know It, America 
must preserve her frontier. 

"The frontier of Uia twaatlatb 
cealiary la one of aoatel raletlMiahlp, 
augmeated by aolenoe and Ita pro- 
duct—the machine." the speaker 
continued. "It lant a world that 
owes you a living — Jobs are hard to 
■,:cl and difficult to hold. The 
chances for material wealth grow 
less and less, but out there, there Is 
sunshine in America, may God l>e 
, merciful onto yea aad gbre you

Doctor McVey pointed out that 
the bu.slnefw man who plans a build 
Ing does so to .satisfy his needs and 
make efficient business more possl 
ble. Be la concerned not so much 
with tbe ornamental side, but with 
fireprooflng. ventilation, and light- 
ing at a low malntananee coat. 

"Many people," said the presi- 
dent, "find It difficult to under 
stand that the world has pa.s.sed In- 
to the third great stagp of con 
structlon. The first construction 
waa the classical or Oreek. tbe aec 
ond tbe Ck>tblc, and tbe third the 
modam, whMi today uUllaea ateel 
and con c rete. Ocnaaquently, if 
buUdera are to construct their 
buildings by the modern method 
It follows that the architecture mu.st 
be paralleled by the materials that 
are used. Modem architecture rec- 
ognlaea these facta and la attempt- 
ing to emphaalae simplicity, pre- 
clalon. and reliance on basic pro- 
portions. If the materials of the 
twentieth centiur are to be used 
honestly for what they are. then 
the form of architecture must 
change.

The resulting lake formed in 
these stream valleys In front of the 
Ice barrier Increased In M7f until 
llir waters found an outlet throiiKh 
low spots in the upland. Tliesr wa 
ters following rooghly the ico mar 
gin. eamd out the valley of the up- 
per Ohio, and what was fomarly 
northward drainage became per- 
manent southward drainage to the 
Oulf of Mexico. Thus the upper 
Ohio valley Is a eo mpoalta of trlb- 
utnrlr.<: of the oM awUlHaM-flow- 
tng streams. 

Doctor MeFarlan called attention 
to the flooding of the west end ol 
cinclnnaU by way of the MUl Oreok 
valley. IMs large, flat-bottomod 
valligr is ooosldered by Doctor Mo- 
ftataa and others to be the old part 
of ttte pre-glaclsl Licking river val- 
ley heading northward. 

In Kentucky, Frankfort occupies 
the lowlands between two big mean- 
ders of rurvrs of the Kentiicky rlv- 
rr This river formerly looped to 
the East and North of North Frank- 
fort Instead at tbroogb tb« middle 
of the dty. Vtooded towiandi now 
marks ths ah a n donsd loop. 

m Loukvllto, during the recent 
nood. history repeated itself and 
the old Ohio river which formerly 
flowed through the heart of the 
downtown section as Is indicalx^d by 
excavations nnd borluRs Is doing 
so again. 

"This change in the course of the 
river is another dralnape modifier 
Uon tied up with the events of the 
glacial pertod." mM Oootor MeFar- 
lan. "The broad lowlands on which 
much of the city of LoulsvUle Is 
built were developed because of 
the weak rock outcropping down 
stream from the falls of the Ohio. 
Tlic falls themselves represent the 
out-crop of massive resistant ttn^ 
stone, nil old coral reef "
